“How do I use them?”

“So how many commands 
must I learn?” 

None. All the functions of Tiles are right out 
in the open.

Images can portray a lot of information 
very quickly. You can look at an object and 
recognize instantly what it is. Retouching a 
photo?

To get started with Tiles, you don’t have to 
leam anything new. Just use your Macintosh 
as you normally would. Instead of going 
to the Finder™ to open files, switch to Tiles. 
Then gradually you can leam each of 
the Tiles features.
